WASHINGTON, Fob. 1!>. 


The democratic promises that tbo elec- 


toral count will bo allowed to proceed 
quietly without any attempt at filibustering, 
did not prevent a great rush of people to 
tho hall of the representatives at a very 
early hour todny, to witness the proceed- 
ings. 


The Ho.uso met at 10 o'clock, and as no

Ho was subsequently the agent of the colony 
in England for several years, and procured 
from Charles II. tho famous charter of 1G63 
—a man to whom tbo colony is inora in- 
debted thnn any other man who ever trod 
its soil, with the exception perhaps of Roger 
Williams, fie wan the pastor of tho first 


modern 
villa. 
Thames street, now ,tho 


great mart ot fashion and commerce, was 
then a dense swamp, by the shore. 


It is noliceablo, as indicating tho charac- 


ter of tho men, that of these original set- 
tlers of Pocassot or Portsmouth, and of 
Newport, five of them, viz : Coddington, 
Coggeshall, Easton, Brenton and Bull, rose 
to the chief magistracy of the colony, the

Coggeshall, who was the first to depart to

Clarke, the nest, died April 20, 1G7G, aged 
GG years, and is buried by tho side of bis 
wife, in a neat little cemetery in Tanner 
street belonging to the First Baptist Church 
of which ho WES tho first pastor.

ton died November 1,1G78, aged 7S years. 
Henry Bull died January 24,1G03, aged 8iJ. 
These last, together with their friend GOT. 
Easton, are all buried in a little cemetery in 
Farewell street, 
nearly opposite Eaaton's 


house, now belonging to the Friends.

enoe. It is difficult to toll from Gor. Win- 
tbrop's account of this famous controversy 
la hia first volume what were (he theological 
opinions of this extrnordinnry woman, and 
for which she was condemned, though he 
enumerates R long list of them. 
Tho result 


was, she soon had the whole colony by 
tho ears. , The entire body of Iho clergy 
condemned her (with tho exception of her 
brother, Wheelwright, who seems to have 
been of tho same free and 
indomitable 


spirit as herself,) ns did also tho whole Gen- 
eral Court, with tho exception of Colburu, 
Coggeshall nnd Aapinwall. 
Sho was cited 


before the General Court, and after a heat- 
ed discussion condemned nnd silenced. 
Even tho mild and gentle Win thro p seems 
almost to have forgotten himself in tho rage 
of this strife, while tho tyrannical Dudley, 
with Hugh Peters and tho fiery Endicott, 
of Salem, wero furious. Boston wns almost 
ruined. Her two deputies, Coggeshnll nnd 
Aspinwnll, wore expelled from tho General 
Court, of which thoy wero prominent mem- 
bers, and though ODCO or twice re-elected 
by the freemen of the town, '.rero aa often 
contemptuously rejected, nud now elections 
ordered. Fifty eight men in Boston were 
subsequently disarmed, a portion of them 
wore disfranchised, and then licensed to do- 
part, which was n gentle hint that it was 
time for.thorn to ho gono. 


Mr. Wheelwright, who wns tho minister 


of Brainlree, with a portion of his people, 
removed to New Hampshire, nnd founded 
the church and town of Exotor. 
But on 


account of the excessive coldness of the 
climnto of Now Hampshire, others, with 
Ooddington, Ooggeshall nnd John Clarke, 
turned their faces southward, nnd by the 
assistance of Sir Harry Vane nnd Roger 
Williams, then in Providence, they pur- 
chased of tho Narragnnsett sachems, Canon- 
Icus nnd Minntonomi, tho island of Aquid- 
neck, situated iu tho Narragnusett Bay, 
ThopurohuBO money was 40 fathoms of 
waaipumpoago, which was tho currency of 
tho times, witli n further gratuity of 10 
coats nnd 20 hoes to tho resident Indmns to 
remove buforo tho following winter. 
The 


deed is dated March 24, I(ifl7. 
Now this 


may Peora liko n terrible "shave" of tho 
poor unlives. 
But nothing of Iho kind. 


Old Ganonioufl was not n man to bo slinvod 
by anybody, nnd neither wf,s Roger Wil- 
liams, who negotiated tho bnrgnin, a man to 
consent lo nnythlng of Iho sort. Tho prob- 
ability rnlhor \R Umt tho fmchows thought 
that they woyo driving nn 03fooodingly hari| 
bargain with tho notf. oontora, for land wna 
tho nrtiolo of which they lind llio greatest 


"feliitMT" I abundance, nnd o|" which thoy had tho 


era of thnt church, under Eliot, in whoso 
handwriting his name, with that of his wife 
Mary, appears upon its records. 
Ho sub- 


sequently removed to Boston, where his 
nnmo, with thfit of his wife and two ser- 
vants, ngain appears, under date of April 
20, 1631. 
Ho wns a member of seven Gen- 


eral Courts, from Mny 14, 1G31, to April 13, 
1G37, 
when ho wns deposed, as beforo re- 


lated. Like his friend Coddington, ho was 
n merchant and n man of largo wealth. 
I 


have found his namo occurring in the first 
volume of the Massachusetts Records twen- 
ty three times, nnd usually in connection 
with some 
financial 
business, 
which 


shows the kind of ability for which he was 
distinguished. 1 have noticed the same 
fact of him nlso in the Rhode Island Records. 
Ho brought with him nt least three children 
from England, John, Joahvm nnd Ann,while 
three more wero born to him in Boston, 
Hnnnneel, Wnit nnd Bediah, the latter July 
30, 1G37, so that n portion of his family 
were mere infants when ho landed on these 
shores. 


Of these emigrants, Messrs. Savage nnd 


Aspinwall returned to Boston, where, after 
tho heat of the controversy was over, they 
were well received, and put into office. 
Sirs. Hutchinson nnd her family, which was 
large, removed to Long Island, within the 
jurisdiction of tho Dutch, where, in the In- 
dian hostilities of 1518, under Kieffr, 
they 


wero nil cruelly massacred by tho savages,to 
tha number of IG persons, with tho excep- 
tion of one, who escaped. Tho first moot- 
ing house on Iho island, nnd within tho 
state, vfa.9 built on tho Neck. This ecclosi- 
naticfll bmldiug, wo presume, wna not dis- 
tinguished equally with some of its suo- 
censors, by 
architectural proportions and 


adornment; but in historic importance it 
cannot bo exceeded.
